COMING HOME 


Fifth Regiment Volunteers Vote to 


Quit U. S. Service. 


LEXINGTON, KY., Aug. 24.—The Fifth Kegiinont, Illinois 


infantry, was assembled yesterday and polled as to tho desire of 


mou and oilicora to remain in the United States service or to bo 
A 


mustered out. 
Nineteen otlicers voted to remain in tho service und 


eleven to bo mustered out. 
The vote of tho men was taken by com- 


Ijanios, and the results showed tKi per cent in favor of being mus 


torcd out. 


Tho announcement of tho vote was greeted with prolonged 


•cheering. 


The unusual action of voting a regiment to determine its de- 


sires was in response to a telegram from Governor John II. Tanner' 


•who stated that ono regiment from Illinois could be mustered out at 


this time, but that the regiment must make an expression as to its 


desires in tho matter. 


Colonel Culver said that tho men who were most vitally con- 


corned should bo allowed to express their choico, which was done, 


and Governor Tanner promptly wired that the Fifth Illinois would 


bo mustered out. 


Tho men claim that as long as theie was an opportunity to 


light for their country and engage in active service for it they were 


ready and willing to continue in such service as long as the govern- 


ment has need of them. 
Now that the war is practically over, and 


nothing remains for them except camp life or garrison duty, they 


prefer to return to their homes. 


An attempt was made at three different times to cheer Colonej 


Culver, but each time the cheering was suppressed by the Colonel. 


CUBANS MAKING TROUBLE, 


WASHINGTON, August 24.—There was a report circulated 


nt thfiriWar Department to the effect that General Blanco had been 


ordered ty the Madrid government to resume operations against the 


iniurgeota. 


According to this report, it seems that General Blanco cabled 


his government that tho Cubans were—as tho opportunity pr«- 


sented—attacking the Spaniards in the vicinity of Havana. 
Nat- 


urally, if this were the case, tho Madrid authorities would direct 


General Blanco to defend his troops. 


Although Adjutant General Corbin stated that no official con- 


firmation had been received of tho report, ho expressed himself as 


in no wise surprised and was inclined to give credence to the report. 


For some time General Corbin has been in fear of just such action 


un the part of the insurgents as the report stated thoy had takon. 


If upon investigation the report is found to be true vigorous 


ictiou to c^uoll all such disturbances will be taken by this govern- 
ment.
